FIREMAN DROWNS IN HOLD 


Went in to Fight the Flame 


and Lost Life — Another 


Fireman Missing, 


Philadelphia, Dec. 6.—One fireman 


was drowned, another 
is missing 


and two others were taken to a hos 
pital overcome by smoke, as the re 
mult of the fire which broke out on 
the Boston and Philadelphia Steam 
ship company's steamship Saxon 
early this morning. The steamshi] 
lies in twenty-five feet of water 
the foot of Pine street, burned to the 
water's edge. 


The dead fireman is William Se 


ville, who went into the hold of the 
vessel to fight the flames. Before he 
could reach the deck of the Saxon the 
vessel gave a lurch and Seville was 
caught in the 
rush of water and 


drowned. Another flipman who was 
In the hold is missing and it is 1 ear- 
ed he, too, was drowned. All other 
firemen have been accounted for. 


The fire was not extinguished until 


9 o'clock this morning. Divers are 
now in the hold of the vessel search- 
ing for the bodies of Seville and the 
other fireman. It is not known how 
the fire originated. 
The loss on the 


Saxon is about $50,000. She came 
in yesterday afternoon and had dis- 
charged nearly all of her cargo. The 
Saxon was on the regular line be- 
tween Philadelphia, Providence and 
Fall Biver. She was built in 1862 
anil had a net tonnage of 938, and a 
gross tonnage of 1,293 tons. She 
was 200 feet long, 30 feet beam and 
18^ feet deep. The Saxon was own- 
ed by the Boston and Philadelphia 
Steamship company, with headquart- 
ers in Boston.

A NEW METHOD OF 


TBEAJING TUMORS 


New York Physician Employs 


Injection of Boiling Water •' 


With Success. 


New York, Dec. 6.—After tests cov-j 


ering two years, a physician of this' 
city has announced a new method 
f or treating- tumors. It is by the use 
of boiling water. He uses a syringa 
with a metal cylinder and adjustibla 
piston, with needles of varying size. 
Using the ordinary asceptic precau- 
tions water is taken directly from, 
a cauldron and injected into the sub* 
stance of the tumor. The water must 
be at a temperature of from 190 tdj 
212 degrees Fahrenheit, or even! 
higher.

The water, he says, should be hot 


enough to coagulate the blood an<I 
the albuminoids of the tissues im- 
mediately, but it should not be 
forced in so extremely hot and undec 
such pressure as to scald and pro-J 
duce a necrosis of the skin. During^ 
the treatment the patient is put unw 
der the influence of narcotics.

TO INSANE 


Man Who Sleeps in Coffin- 


Like Box at County Farm 


to be Taken Care Of, 


Albert Nichason, the insane man, 


who sleeps in a coffin-like box at the 
Allen county poor farm, is soon to 
be taken to the eastern hospital for 
the insane. An application has been 
filed, and as soon as there is room 
Nichason will be received. 


Nichason has a mania for destroy- 


ing his bed clothes and for tearing 
his own clothes to pieces at night. 
In order to restrain him the superin- 
tendent of the Allen 
county 
poor 


fana had a strong box built. In the 
bottom is placed a canvas tick. 
Every night Nichason gets in, hand- 
cuffed, a rope is slipped through the 
handcuffs and fasteni-d oji the out- 
side, and the big lid is fastened 
down with wooden cross bars. In the 
top of tho box over Nichason's face 
is a screen to admit fresh air. 


The box will not go to the eastern 


hospital with Nichason. Amos But- 
ler, secretary of the Board of State 
Charities, who visited 
the eastern 


hospital, says that only one inmate 
of the 640 in tho institution was se- 
cluded in a room. 
He says there 


will probably bo fcv/ restraints on 
Nichason after he has been at the 
institution a while. He will first be 
washed and fitted out 
with new 


clothes; then the physicians will pre- 
scribe 
for 
his physical condition. 


When he attempts 
to destroy bed 


clothes or his own gai-uieuts he will 
be prevented and argued with and by 
degrees he may be taught not to de- 
stroy. 


Mr. Butler says there was an in- 


mate of tho Franklin county jail a 
few years ago who tore his clothes 
to pieces and made his cell filthy. He 
refused to talk to anyone. Mr. But- 
ler says he talked to this man at the 
eastern hospital for about five min- 
utes. The man told him about his 
old home and relations and did not 
seem to bo tho same man he was in 
Franklin county.

A very important neif feature to 


tbo strike situation 011 tlie "Wabash 
today is ths nsws that the company 
lias secured twenty-six engines from 
its branch lines and others friendly 
to the Wabfish system. Two of the 
engines now in service came from 
the Ann Arbor road and they bear 
the name of the owner and' the Nos. 
44 and 45 respectively. The former 
engine took 
a westbound 
freight 


train through this city last night and 
tho latter took a westbound train 
through the city this morning. These 
engines attracted considerable atten- 
tion from the railway men who saw 
them. 
The other 
twenty-four en- 


gines are to be divided between the 
several divisions to suit the demands 
for power and only a portion of them, 
•will come to the eastern division. 
Whether this means that President 
Banisey intends to allow the shops 
to remain idle until the employes now 
on a strike return, on the terms he 
has proposed is a question for the 
future to decide.

Wagner was painfully injured and 
Fireman F. E. Goodwin was instant- 
ly killed. 


These enginemcii were 
taking a 


train east, when their engine was de- 
railed and damaged 
sufficiently to 


render her helpless. The wreck crew 
from 
Crestline 
was called to the 


scene, and after placing the crippled 
engine on a siding, went down on 
the other side of the station to await 
the passing of a train, when they 
intended to go to 
Crestline for 
a 


couple of machinists and some pieces 
of machinery to replace those that 
uere broken in the engine just aban- 
doned. 


Engineer Wagner and Fireman 


Goodwin had gathered up their oil 
cans and personal effects and were 
walking down the track towards tho 
wreck car with the intention of going 
to Crestline on it, when engine 7357, 
which was backing down to Nevada 
to pick up a train that had been 
left on the siding, struck them. Mr. 
Goodwin was in the lead, walking 
in the middle of the track, and Mr. 
Wagner had stopped to button up his 
coat and was in the act of picking up 
his oil cans, standing on the end of 
the ties, when the corner of the tank 
hit him and threw him aside. 


Mr. Goodwin fell with a part of 


his body across a rail and the wheels 


; cut the trunk 
in two and severed 


both arms and one leg. The mangled 
remains were picked up and taken to 
Bucyrus, where they were prepared 
for burial and taken to the home of 
his parents in Wanatah on train 21 
this forenoon. 


Engineer Wagner received some se- 


vere bruises and possibly internal in- 
jnvies. tlis extent of which cannot 
bo accurately ascertained at present, 
but it is r.ot believed he sustained 
0,-nj permanent injury. He was taken

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AN INDIANA MAN BECOMES A PRIME 
MINISTER 


Reporter, lieutenant in th« United 


States signal corps and prime minis- 
ter of the new republic at San. Do- 
mingo are the three successive steps 
that form one epoch in th« remark- 
able life of W. S. "Wright, of Lafay- 
ette, Ind. 


It is unnecessary to say that the 


achievement of such, great success 
was not accompanied by vicissitudes 
of fortune, and that the strange story 
of a few years of this Indiana man's 
life demonstrates the truth of that 
old-time adage that "truth Is srangex 
than fiction." 


Wright was first sent to Havana 


wMle in the service of the United 
States signal corps. When he left 
the signal service he established a 
news bureau in the Cuban capital. 


It was at tMs time that he formed 


an acquaintance with ex-President 
Jimenez, of 
San 
Domingo, that 


doughty old leader of the revolution- 
ary party. The ex-president was a 
frequent 
caller 
and 
patron 
of 


"Wright's news bureau, without, how- 
ever, revealing his identity. He for- 
warded numerous messages of in- 
struction in cipher to revolutionist 
leaders in various sections of the 
West Indies, and in the nec??sary 
conversations on these business mat- 
ters which followed the ex-president 
of San Domingo became interested in 
the newspaper man. In fact, he took 
a decided fancy to the young Ameri- 
can, frequently remaining for a social 
chat after his business had been 
transacted. 


All this time, however, the leader 


of the revolutionists kept his iden- 
tity a secret. 


It had now begun to b« rumored 


throughout tho Cuban capital that a 
revolution in Son Domingo was im- 
minent, and that ex-President Jim- 


enez, who was supposed to be in 
hiding somewhere in Havana, would 
bead the insurrectionists. 


There were at the time in Havana 


a large number of ex-fed'aral soldiers 
and other adventurous spirits who 
eagerly awaited developments and 
sought tho secret headquarters of the 
San Domingo junta to tender their 
services as soldiers of fortune. 


Wright, after some difficulty, se- 


cured from ft friend th« location of 
the secret hiding place or ex-Presi- 
dent Jimenez and called upon Mm to 
offer his services as a member of the 
expedition in the cause of the new 
republic. 


Imagine Ma surprise when, on be- 


ing ushered into the presence of ex- 
President Jimenez, he discovered in 
the person of the redoubtable San 
Domingo revolutionist the patron of 
Ms news bureau wiho almost daily 
podd him a visit at Ms office either to 
forward secret messages in cipher or 
to chat socially. 


General Jimenez cordially received 


the newspaper man, and after ascer- 
taining tbe purpose of Ms visitor's 
call, observed in a grave manner: 


"I have had numberless applica- 


tions from all ports and conditions 
of men in Havana to embark in the 
enterprise, wMch is, as you are prob- 
ably aware, both dangerous and un- 
remuneratlve. And, aa to the glory 
there is in it of being president even 
of San Domingo, with, a small popu- 
lation, of which 
80 per cent, are 


blacks and but SO per cent. wMtos, 
you, «s a citizen of the great repub- 
lic, muvt value but little indeed." 


To this frank and smiling state- 


ment of the general th« young Amer- 
ican replied to the effect 
that he 


would feel honored, nevertheless, if 
the general would take Mm along 


simply as wax correspondent 
and 


chronicler of the stirring events an- 
ticipated by the expedition. 


Remaining silent a few moments, 


during wMcb. he eyed Wright intent- 
ly, he reached out 
Ms hand and 


grasping the young American's hand, 
simply said: 


"I trust you and you sbflll go." 
All preparations were now made 


for going to the seat of the impend- 
ing conflict. 


Having received the necessary in- 


structions then and there of where 
to meet the boat which was to convey 
General Jimenez and the members of 
the expedition to the coast of San 
Domingo, Wright closed up Ms busi- 
ness and left Havana by rail on the 
following day for the designated port 
of embarkation. 


It is now recorded in Mstory that 


the United 
States 
authorities In 


Cuba held up and subsequently re- 
leased the boat on which. Gen. Jim- 
enez and liis staff had 
embarked. 


Wright, however, much to his cha- 
grin, was detained on board 
the 


American gunboat and not released 
until orders from Gen. Wood were 
received to '-'let Americans go where 
they p!c.isoc! unmolested." 


The expedition h<ad sailed, but as 


fortune would have 
it, the boat 


called on its voyage to San Domin- 
go at a port, the name and date of 
wMch were secretly 
conveyed 
to 


Wright by a special messenger from 
Gen. 
Jimenez. 
The adventurous 


young newspaper man met the expe- 
dition and •was received with open 
arms by the leader of the revolu- 
tionists. 


The successful termination of the 


expedition and the proclaiming of 
Gen. Jimenez president of t'lio new 
republic of San Domingo are now .1 


part of current Mstory. 


During the memorable voyage an-I 


the subsequent adventures Wriglit 
became chief adviser and confiden- 
tial secretary to Gen. Jimenez. When 
the inauguration of the 
waTrlor- 


leader as president of the republic 
of San Domingo was successfully ac- 
complished, Gen. Jimenez named the 
young American as the general-In- 
chief of all t!he aimed forces of tne 
new republic. 


Wright, however, respectfully de- 


clined the high honor when he mode 
tho discovery that these forces, all 
told, in and about the capital, num- 
bered less than four thousand black 
troops, entirely undisciplined, anrt 
armed with guns of antique pattern. 


Then President Jimenes smilingly 


observed: 


"All right, my friend, I see you 


prefer to be my prime minister, but 
all that I can give you to maintain 
your high position is $300 a year. 
Even if the salary is low the honor 
is greater. You have ably demon- 
strated to mo your fitness for such 
a position, the highest in my power 
to bestow upon any man, and I beg 
of you to do me the honor of accept- 
ing it." 


U'lior. C-cr.. J~cr.cz .-.sccr.dcd ta 


the presidency of tiie new republic 
of San Domingo, ho found there was 
no money in the public 
treasury. 


XTlysses Heureaux, the former presi- 
dent, during the coursa of his admin- 
istration of seventeen years having 
looted not only the public treasury, 
but the entire island, in fuct, of every 
cent he could get in Ms prasp. 


As prime minister 
the 
young: 


American received $300 to maintain 
the state of his high position. Presi- 
dent Jimenez, however, was com- 
pelled to borrow this amount from a. 
friend. 


Matters soon righted themsedves, 


however, and President Jimenez de- 
cided to mako a tour of the island, 
'accompanied by his prime minister 
and Ms military staff of generals 
and aids, wiho, all told, outnumbered 
the balance of the army of San Do- 
mingo. 


Thus •accompanied, and having left 


Gen. Vesquez, the vice president In 
charge of governmental affairs, Pres- 
ident Jimenez, as the successor of 
tTlysses Heureaux. set out from the 
capital for n "swing around the cir- 
cle" of tho now republic. 


Everywhere the inhabitants turned 


out en masse to honor their 
new 


president and Ms party. 


In one of tine seaport towns they 


had to come asliore in flat-bottomo:! 
boats, there being insufficient draft 
of water off shore to float a barrel. 
Tho president and Ms prime minis- 
ter, accompanied by tho more im- 
portant members of the staff in wav- 
ing plumes and gorgeous gold-laced 
uniforms, were being rowed ashore 
in one of these large flat-bottomed 
boats, the staff standing up in tno 
boat, of course, in the presence of 
his excellency and Ms prime minis- 
ter. 


Suddc™~ the "boat struck the saiu'Y 


bottom forty feat from snore and tne 
gorgeously 
uniformed 
staff 
tooX 


headers overboard by reason of tno 
unexpected jar. The citizens stand- 
ing on the quay, however, rushed 
into the water and conveyed on tthe:r 
backs the president and Ms prime 
minister safely to the landing with- 
out further mishap, the staff bring- 
ing up the rear on the backs of ttic 
stalwart negroes. 


The newspaper man had not served 


a year as prime minister until he 
was commissioned by President Jim- 
enez to come to Washing-ton to diplo- 


matically sound the state department 
on the question of extending protec- 
tion to the reigning 
government 


against its internal enemies. 


When Wright took his departure 


from San Domingo he warned Ms 
friend, President Jimenez, against 
tiie macMnations of "Ma enemies. 


That tMs warning was founded on 


a correct estimation of the situation 
was soon demonstrated, for the prime 
minister of the republic of San Do- 
mingo had been in Washington but 
a short period when the government 
was overturned and President Jim- 
enez bad to take refuge in flight. 


He is at present in New York city, 


preparing to fight Tii-t way back to 
the piresidcncy of the turbulent re- 
public. 


Wright, however, is still in Wash- 


ington, but is holding Mmself in 
readiness to return on an instant's 
notice from Ms former cMef to San 
Domingo to reassume- Ms portfolio 
as prime minister of the republic. 


The island of San Domingo em- 


braces the two republics of Hayti 
and San Domingo. A chain of al- 
most impassable mountains separates 
them. In Hayti the blacks rule, but 
in Son Domingo the minority whites 
,1^ 
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predecessor of President Jimenez was 
a coal-block negro. 


The language of San Domingo is 


Spanish, wMle that of its neighbor- 
ing republic on the some island is 
French. Tho Haytians will not per- 
mit a white man to hold office, wMle 
in San Domingo, with the exception 
of Heureaux, the blacks are strictly 
excluded from any part in the admin- 
istration of public affairs, to which 
they gracefully submit, being a po- 
lite, amiable and submissive 
race, 


the antithesis in every characteris- 
tic of their fellow negroes in the 


"black republic." 


For seventeen years th« black 


monster, Ulysses Heureaux, ruled 
San Domingo and suppressed ovary 
revolution—of which there was out 
each year—inaugurated by Ms nival*. 
He was finally assassinated while 
engiaged in Ms usual mannex of col- 
lecting "taxes." 


A youth named Casceris, whow 


father had been killed by Heureaux, 
shot the monster to death in the 
town of Baymon while he was en- 
forcing Ms demands for money at tho 
office of a white money lender and 
miser. 


It was a custom of Herureanx -wihen 


in need of money to visit the promi- 
nent, wealthy white citizens •whom 
Ms "angels," or spies, pointed out am 
having wealth. A demand was mad* 
and any hesitation to comply on the 
part of the white merchant resulted, 
in the ruin of the merchant's wife 
and daughters by tfie negro presi- 
dent. 


The record of this human monster 


in this particular 
la unprintable. 


Suffice it to state that the white fam- 
ilies in Son Domingo consider any 
wMte lady who had been subjected 
to abuse by Heureaux precisely la 
the same light as tho people of •Mjta 
country regard th« wihite woman wl» 
has been assaulted by a n*gro. Un- 
der President Jimenez these ladle* 
who had been the former victims of 
Heureaux were received in society 
and the wMte public attached no 
stain to their characters, but regai<d- 
ed them as virtuous women, 
wSho 


had been forcibly subjected, to out- 
rage. In hundreds of instances, ai« 
certained from th« intabitants, Hsu- 
veaux added the murder of their mal» 
protectors, fathers, brothers, hu»- 
bands and lovers, to the abductions of 
his femalo victims.

It, but not onl yin Germany, Franc% 
and Switzerland, but also in 
this 


, 
country, where the rest and diet cure 
has bee nattempted it has met with 
marked success. 


It is proposed to take up here the 


treatment in vogue in tlhe Adiron- 


. 
dock mountains. Recently through- 
out the west a similar method has 
been followed, but the pioneer work 
ill this country in. 'Jic trttk.tm.ent or 
the "wMte plague" had its origin 
nearly twenty-five years ago in the 
heart of the great North Woods. 


Nearly twenty-five yeaxs ago a 


young physician, with his wife, left 
Mew York city for the Saranac re- 
gion in the hope that his summer's 
outing might restore Mm to health.

"case" and,

strength and health and has since 
been instrumental in the 
cure of 


thousands of persons. 
ABANDONED EXERCISE THEORY 


He first worked upon the theory 


prevalent throughout tho world that 
exercise 
was necessary. 
After a 


brief period of observation ho aban- 
doned this theory, even bcforo tha 
Germans ha/J announced the discov- 
ery of the bacilli of tuberculosis! 


He kept careful record of all pa- 


tients and acquaintances, and 
as 


other physicians in the Adirondacks 
become convinced of the correctness 
of Ms theory they di dlikewise. They 
found that the lymphs and inhalers 
and kindred "aids to cure" were of 
little or no avail and feiw men or 
women became improved by their 
use.

The euro consists of sitting out 


from seven to ten hours a day Jn 
some sheltered spot, regardless of Bie 
weather. One winter is equal to two 
summers, and persons who begin 
taking the cure in August and re- 
main through until the next Julie, 
faithfully observing the rules, aro 
likely to go home entirely cured. 


While tho air of the mountains Is 


naturally better and purer and more 
tonic than that of other sections of 
the country, yet many persons can 
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to those of slender means. The per- 
centage is not so large against the 
cure at home as the reader might im- 
agine. 
The mountains are prefer- 


able, but at the same time hundreds 
have been cured by staying out ou 
their own porches, whether they live 
in one portion of the country or in 
another. The fundamental principles 
may be summed up thus: To sit out 
every day, well wrapped in heavy 
rugs in cold weather, sheltered from 
the rain and snow. The mind must 
be kept free from worry; the body 
nourished by three substantial meals 
and lunches at half past 10 and 4 
o'clock. If the patient has fever he 
should not walk about. Of course, 
in hemorrhagic cases he is put to 
bed for two or three days after the 
attack, and when he goes out is kept 
quiet upon the porch until all dan- 


ger from, another 
hemorrhage is 


past. 


The sanitary laws should be care- 


fully 
observed. 
The only danger 


from contagion lies in the bacilli. If 
these become dried they are blown 
about, and if any one susceptible to 
this trouble or in a weakened condi- 
tion inhales them that person may 
contract the disease. All consump- 
tives should expectorate into sani- 
tary cups, 
wMch can be burned 


every day. Tho cups cost only a few 
cents a dozen and are made of water- 
proof cardboard. 
By tho constant 


use of these many lives are saved. 


The illustrations show the various 


forms of taking the cure followed in 
the Adirondacks. Houses are shown, 
from the cottage of the person of 
simple means to the villa of 
the 


wealthy. 
Glass partitions can 
be 


^uustructcu, 0^011 ut oue cud to ui- 
low free circulation of the air, at 
small cost. Where even these can- 
not be afforded the patient must sit 
out as much as possible, even 
be- 


tween showers. No ono should re- 
main in the house except on inclem- 
ent days. 


PERSISTENCE NECESSARY. 


Many persons show remarkable 


gains of flesh in a few months. This 
is the best evidence that one is get- 
ting well, but a patient should not 
abandon the cure simply because he 
has gained fifteen or twenty pounds 
in a few months. On the contrary, 
he should continue daily until there 
is absolutely no evidence of bacilli 
in his system. For persons who are 
more than incipients to go home be- 
fore a perfect cure is effected simply 
causes the disease to become active, 
and sooner or later they must return 


to their former state of "taking the 
euro." This should be impressed on 
every consumptive. 


Relapses are moro than dangerous. 


Work should be taken up cautiously, 
especially if one returns from a long 
period of rest, to active duty in the 
city. If a person's disease is check- 
ed (not cured) and he returns to a 
confining occupation simply because 
he "'feels better," he is sure to re- 
lapse. 
The second stage is worse 


than the first. 


A contented mind is everything. 


Persons who worry about their busi- 
ness or families simply retard their 
own progress. The positive statis- 
tics, which no one can deny, kept in 
the Adirondack and elsewhere, prove 
that it is the only successful treat- 
ment ever discovered whereby the 
masses may be cured. 
For a few 


days it is rather dinicuit for one to 
sit quietly all day, but 
having 


made up one's mind that this is the 
best treatment, and supplied with 
light and entertaining reading mat- 
ter, it becomes a pleasure instead of 
a task. Eight or nine hours out of 
doors improves one's appetite, clears 
the brain, corrects nervous affections 
and enables one to sleep soundly. 


On the coldest days, if one gets 


cold, it is best to go inside and get 
thoroughly warm, or to place a heat- 
ed soapstoue or a hot water bottle 
at the feet. The use of artificial heat 
is discouraged 
save 
in necessary 


cases. It will be seen in the repro- 
duced photographs that every part of 
the body is carefully wrapped. The 
blanket must go down over the feet 
entirely around and be tucked under 
so that they shall be kept warm. 


This treatment, as suggested by 


tho savants at the Berlin congress, 
tones up and strengthens the entire 
system, and, by giving man moro rc- 
servo force enables him to gradually 
drive out the germs. A strong and 
healthy system receives many germi 
every day, but there is no soil In 
which they can find root. A weak- 
ened condition is susceptible to dis- 
ease. This is not a theory, but a 
fact. 
So long as one is weak he i« 


ill, and with returning strength his 
disease disappears. 


A man can best argue from nil 


own observation of the 
advanced 


cases. 
Emaciated persons helped 


from the train by their relatives or 
friends, after a cure, faithfully fol- 
lowed for one or two winters, are re- 
stored to health. Others, who had A 
very slight area of tissue involved, 
are cured In six months. 
The diffi- 


culty with wMch the experts in the 
sanatoria contend is, as previously 
mentioned, that the average doctor 
holds on to the patient too long be- 
fore he sends Mm to the mountains. 


When you begin to cough and im- 


agine that you have a bad cold on 
your lungs, look outl The chances 
are ten to one that yours is an incipi- 
ent case. Begin taking the cure at 
your home or in the mountains, for 
if you wait until even your friends 
notice your condition—and a man is 
very sick when his friends tell hint 
he does not look well—you are in a 
bad way, indeed, and it means two 
or three years in the mountains, if 
not the loss of your life. 


FRENCH PHYSICMM 


Dr. J. S. Dauriac, an eminent 


French surgeon, living in Paris, has 
recently performed an operation on 
a typhoid fever patient, which marks 
one of the 
most memorable steps 


ever achieved by curative science. 


This particular case of typhoid 


was a malignant one and was suc- 
cessfully treated through the med- 
ium of surgery. The case is without 
precedent. 


Dr. Dauriac determined upon this 


radical innovation only when it be- 
came manifest that nothing else in 
the world could save the life of the 
young patient, his conaition being 
such that it refused to yield in the 
slightest 
degree 
to the ordinary 


treatment. 


Knowing that Ms son's life could 


not possibly be prolonged beyond a 
few days at the most, the father of 
this, invalid, having • implicit confi- 
dence in Dr. Dauriac, begged htm to 
do .^anything—no matter what—that 
would give 
Mm 
back 
Ms child 


again 


The physician felt that, in this in- 


stance, Ms theories were at least 
worth the experiment. 


He therefore abandoned the form 


of treatment universally prescribed 
by all medical practitioners. 
The 


doctor resorted to surgeary because 
he was convinced that the seat of dis- 
ease in all cases of typhoid fever is 
in a certain part of the intestines. 


The intestines refusing to perform 


their functions, have the effect of 
lessening the vital forces, while ad- 
ding fuel to the fever. 


NO FUEL FOR FEVER. 


He, therefore, felt assured that if 


the inflammation of the intestines 
could be allayed and the organs anti- 
septically cleansed, to be made to re- 
new their normal state, the fever 
would have nothing left to feed it. 


So remarkably successful has been 


the result that everything indicates 
a revolution in medical science so 
far as the treatment of typhoid fever 
is concerned. 


Dr. Dauriac is of the opinion that 


in the very near future typhoid will 
be regarded as a disease demanding 
not medical, but surgical, treatment. 
As there is probably no disorder 
which has ever amictea 
which is more universal than ty- 
phoid fever, the result of the dis- 
coveries of this eminent Paris phy- 
sician should prove most interesting. 
In the following article Dr. Dauriac 
explains the main features of 
his 


wonderfully startling operations: 
THE SURGICAL TREATMENT OF 


TYPHOID FE, JiR. 


By J. S. Dauriac, M. D. 


It is gratifying to learn of the 


kind interest which has been taken 
all over the world in my recent op- 
eration on a typhoid fever patient. 
I am glad to make this new process 
absolutely clear, because of the grati- 
tude which I, as well as all my Eu- 
ropean colleagues, entertain for the 
many invaluable contributions to 
the science of medicine and surgery 
emanating from 
the distinguished 


physiologists of the TJnited States. 


There are doubtless many Ameri- 


can practitioners who have realized, 
as 1 did, the possibility of resorting 
to surgery iii the treatment of ty- 
phoid fever, and it may be of inter- 
est to them to know just how I pro- 
ceeded in this operation. 


My patient was a seventeen-year- 


old boy of somewhat robust consti- 
tution, and who had been brought 
to death's door by the ravages of the 
dread disease. 
The fever had fol- 


lowed its course for twenty days 
when the lad's father, realizing the 
almost hopelessness of the case, in- 
sisted upon my performing the oper- 
ation. I then decided to undertake 
it at once. 


HIGH TEMPERATURE. 


The temperature was forty-one de- 


grees Centigrade (about 160 degrees 
Fahrenheit,) and the pulse 152. 
I 


made a slightly 
curved incision 


about the length of the index finger 
in tho left side, about two and a 
quarter inches inside of the forward 
and upper illiac-spiue, into the peri- 


toneum. 
This incision, which was 


effected rapidly, and was made pain- 
less by the use of cocaine, was just 
sufficient to permit 
of my taking 


hold of the small intestine and draw- 
ing it out. I was careful to select 
a point of the intestine sufficiently 
removed from the little ileocaecal 
valve to avoid the center of the ul- 
cerations and not too much above the 
jujunum to interfere with nutrition 
of the patient. 


I was guided in the operation by 


the ecchymose aspect presented in 
spots by the exterior surface of the 
small intestine the nearer I ap- 
proached to the coecum, or the larg- 
er of the intestines. 


Avoiding ^ contact with the spots 


presenting this appearance, I 
at- 


tached in the peritoneum and in the 
deeper points of the incision a little 
shield about tho diameter of a franc 
piece (corresponding in size to an 
American quarter of a dollar), with 
the convex side toward the small in- 
testine, fastened it by catgut thread, 


then opened 
the intestinal 
tumor 


thus fixed, cleaned .it out, tied 
the 


edges to the skin, completing the op- 
eration known as auterostomy. The 
wound was minutely closed up, and 
protected all around the mouth of 
the intestine by sterilized cotton, 
covered by a thick layer of iodo- 
1'ormed collodium. 


DRAINED THE INTESTINES. 
The coincident and subsequent op- 


erations consisted in the introduc- 
tion of a Nelaton tube in flexible 
rubber, and the drainage of the in- 
fected matter from the intestines 
facilitated by the employment 
of 


boiled water slightly cooled and salt- 
ed in proportion of seven to 1,000. 
The quantity of water being gradu- 
ated during two days fro mone to two 
quarts. 
At the end of tne second 


day the water thus used for wash- 
ing the intestines appeared almost 
free from infected matter. 


From the very day of the opera- 


tion the patient's temperature stead- 
ily decreased with almost amazing 


speed, and three days later it was 
lower than at any time from 
th» 


beginning of the illness. In view 
of this marked improvement, I no 
longer hesitated to give the patient 
more or less solid food, beginning 
with very thick vermicelli soup, then 
noodles and fine macaroni cooked in 
water. 
Seven days after uie opera- 


tion the invalid ate an egg, followed 
by a lamb chop. 


From that time on the recupera- 


tion was very rapid, and the young; 
man is today enjoying thoroughly 
restored health. My only regret i* 
that this method of treating typhoid 
fever was not resorted to many year* 
ago.

Doctors in -watches of th« finest make 
say that it has happened that a dozen 
timepieces have been 'brong'ht to their 
repairing counters 
in 
one day, 


"knocked out" by electric currents. 
Of late much of this has been as- 
cribed to the introd/ucfdon of electric 
traction on the system of the Man- 
hattan railway company. 
The in- 


fluence of such traction on -watches 
on the surface roads became apparent 
as soon as the cable system, 
was 


supplanted by overhead and under- 
ground trolleys. 


The influence 
of electricity 
on 


timepieces -was discovered about fif- 
teen years ag-o,- when so-called non- 
magnetizable watches were made for 
electrical engineers and others who 
were brought into contact 
•with 


poT/erful electrical machinery, and it 
was usual to asfk a visitor to 'such 
places to leave his watch outside tho 
building. 
Such watches had their 


balance of silver or platinum alloy 
and trie balance spring of gold or 
palladium, the vss of steel in any 
part of the wntch. being avoided. But 
such watches were 
in/different re- 


corders of chronology and soon wore 
out. 
In this city twelve years ago 


the advance in the utilization of elec- 
tricity wns marked by "watch sick- 
ness," and this cams to be estab- 
lished beyond a doubt when watches 
out of gear were taken to be cleaned 
or rfnmired and nothing was found to 
bn the matter with them, except mag- 
netization, 


This led at first to the trade em- 


ploying (in expert in electricity and 
cJironogT.Tplis to treat all watches de- 
moralized 
by clcctricty, 
but two 


years later tne principal firms found 
it mere ntlvnntngeous and economical 
to install a demagnetizing device a^ 
an adjunct to their 
repairing and 


cleaning plants, under the charge of 
nn expert. 
The d'ema^gnetizer is 
a 


simple, scientific apparatus to which 
the sick watch is expend. \*Then the 
watch is drawn away from it the evil 
influence is left with the machine 
.and tho timepiece 
is 
restored to 


health.

.Yas any one sure that the colonel had 
.•alculated time and distance carefully, 
so that we should reach camp In time 
to save men and animals from starv- 
ing? And. speaking of starving, where 
was I to get anything to cat during 
the coming day or more? 


This question slowly but surely forc- 


ed all others from niy mind, for I had 
eaten all of my hcecake that 1 had not 
given away, 1 luul roasted my sweet 
potatoes at dinner time and felt, as I 
nte them, so full that I wouldn't want 
another morsel till morning, but an 
hour of trot and gallop had caused n 
nniic.il cliangi* of opinion. 
I hud no 


E'-orp filvt-r with which to b;jy sh&uld 
I be able to find any native who would 
Bell, jinii my morning's search for corn 
soft enough to wit had not been en- 
couraging enough to Justify mo lu try- 
Ing again. 


As I wondered d.irknt'ss approached, 


nni'i we halted to bivouac for the night 
Br:ilnard, wlicm 1 found in one of the 
straw 
lilloil country wagons which 


had been seized to curry the injured, 
was as hungry ns I and very dismal 
nbout it too. How both of us wished 
we had kept the fat pork which hail 
been dealt as a part of our three days' 
ration! We still agreed that n very 
little of it would go n long way, but 
that was just the sort of ration we 
most needed at that particular mo- 
ment, for the void In us seemed to 
reach nearly down to our boot roes. 
While we pitied ourselves and endeav- 
ored to deaden the pangs of hunger by 
the time honored truant schoolboy trick 
of tightening our belts, a detail was 
suddenly made from our own company 
to guard the prisoners, ami I was one 
of the iiuncomml.ssiuui'd ouiccrs named. 


We were marched to the front to take 


the Johnnies from their captors und 
bring them nearer the rear. There be- 
ing no building near by. we camped 
them in a cluster near tlie roadside, 
clearing horses away to make room for 
them. Their own horses were prudent- 
ly tied a troop or two distant, so that 
none of thorn, should he attempt to 
escape, could get his mount. They 
were not bad looking fellows, though 
they did not appear very soldierly in 
their uniforms, no two of which were 
of exactly the same tint of gray and 
scarcely any two of the same style of 
button. None looked as If he might be 
a "Mre eater," ami the majority were 
men ot middle age. Nearly all of our 
own troopers wen? young. None seem- 
ed very sad or angry. In fact, they 
didn't at ail meet my ideas as to south- 
erners and prisoners of war. They 
were ordered to sit or He dow«i, but 
were not bound or restrained in any 
other way, except that there were 
cuards, revolvers in hand. In front and 
rear of them, and we were quietly or- 
dered to keep a little blaze all night in 
the tires which were nearest, so that 
no one could attempt to get away with- 
out being seen. 


As the sergeant—who chanced to be 


Hamilton—nnd I had nothing to do 
but post and relievo the guards, we lay 
on the ground and engaged some of the 
captive's In conversation. 
We found 


they were all Georgians, most of them 
from small villages or plantations, and 
they did not know much about the war 
except that they were sorry It broke 
out. but they had felt it their duty to 
Stand by their state. 


"Seems t. me," said one of them aft- 


er we had c.. ittcd a little while, "Hint 
you uns was all to blame for tbe war, 
for we uns didn't want none. No rnat- 
•tor which side whips, I'm a ruined 
man. for there's nobody to make the 
crops while I'm away up here. 1 don't 
own no niggers, an1 my wife an' younfl 
uns cayn't do no tnore'n work the truck 
patch [kitchen garden) an' look after 
the ntes n,n' the milk critters." 


I'hoard tills story sb many times dur- 


ing the war that I had to do a great 
deal of bclug sorry for .the euejny,... 
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Our prisoners baa been told to bring 


their provisions with them, and as 
they had eaten, nothing since dinner 
time they asked permission, which was 
readily granted, to do their cooking at 
the fires. Thel*.- rations were so differ- 
ent from ours that It wan Interesting 


to look on. Instead of boiled fat pork 
they had raw bacon, thin slices of 
whlci they fried or toasted on sharp- 
ened sticks. Some had white bread, 
others biscuit or hoecake, while two 
or three mixed meal and water and 
made hoecakes In the frying pans 
which several of them carried; others 
had sweet potatoes, which they baked 
In the ashes. 


Oh, how hungry the smell of their 


cooking made me! I understood for 
the first time why It was that some of 
tbe poorly fed children In our town 
used to stand around the bakery while 
the bread, cakes and pies were being 
taken from the great oven In the cellar. 
Some of the Johnnies asked us If we 
wouldn't eat with them, but Hamilton 
and I, half starved though we were, 
declined until I noticed that none of 
them was making coffee. 
Then a 


brilliant Idea struck me. I asked one 
of them whether sootberners never 
drank coffee at supper time. 


"Not unless they can git It," said he, 


"which is mighty seldom." 


I Went to the servant of our officer's 


mess and borrowed some ground coffee 
and sugar, promising to repay him 
when we reached camp. Returning, I 
distributed It among the prisoners near- 
est me. I wish I might ever again 
earn so much gratitude with so little 
trouble as that act cost me. Those 
Johnnies became positively jolly, and 
they made haste to put cups of water 
to boil. 
Said one of them, a rough 


looking man with a huge yellow beard: 


•Hamilton aiia me, we ngcvva tune * *>« 
called nation that didn't provide Its 
soldiers with rubber blankets would 
soon be on Its last legs and that the 
cold legs would be rheumatic. 


The camp was soon In commotion, 


most of It verbal and shockingly pro- 
fane. The men In the newer compa- 
nies had not yet learned how to keep 
' dry In a shower. The rubber blanket 
Is so narrow that for It to be under a 
man and over him, too, the owner must 
lie as straight as a ramrod. 
There 


were individual outbreaks throughout 
the entire night as men woke to lind 
thelf knees soaked. To make matters 
worse for the guard, the rain put out 
the fires, so there was no light. Hamil-

captured. Take all my stuff." 


"Since you're so kind," said I In an 


absolute delirium of anticipation, "I'll 
accept a single slice of bacon. It has a 
more tempting odor than our fnt pork."

several slices oC bacon for me and put 
them In a pan on tbe fire, "there ain't 
uo hogs like southern hogs. We never 
buy no'thern po'k, 'ccpt to feed to nig- 
gers." 


I was quite willing to believe him. 


The odor that arose from that frying 
p.in was delicious perfume to my nos- 
trils. 
After the bacon had sizzled 


awhile the old fellow took some hoe- 
caJce from, his haversack, split it with 
his knife and laid It In the pan Inner 
side down. saying: 


"You need to cat co'n broad with ba- 


con to git the full taste of It" 


"Bless your southern soul!" said I to 


myself, and I was sure by the manner 
In which Hamilton eyed the pan that 
his sentiments agreed with mine.

As I was not a smoker and was on 
duty I rem.oinc'd wide aw.ike and, pac- 
ing to and fro In the road, spent much 
time In thinking how dreadful it would 
be to have to fight so good u.atured, 
harmless a set of men as the gray clad 
follows slumbering near me. Then I 
put In some time being sorry for the 
families whose heads were so far from 
home. 
What would become of the 


Frost farm, I wondered, nud how mis- 
eni.'ile would be the family If my fa- 
(her instead of his son was In the 
army? 


I'rctty soon the tenor of my thoughts 


was changed by a drop of water which 
struck me in the face. It was quickly 
fo!!ov,-c:l by another and UH.-U by suv- 
eral.

food which I hud eaten during the first 
24 hours.

lump of fat pork which had seemed so 
loathsome when It was dealt mel I 
actually longed for that bit of adipose 
tissue, longed until I saw It on tbe 
ground Just where I had tossed It, saw 
it as distinctly as If it were really be- 
fore my eyes.

CHAPTER X. 


WINTER QUARTERS. 


TJR flrst scout did not 


differ much In dura- 
tion, accidents and re- 
sults from scores 
which followed it Go 
out whatever road we 
might, we wore al- 
ways sure to Und the 
.Tohunlcs doing busi- 


ness at the same old stand and unwill- 
ing to be Interfered with. We always 
could reach them in a day's march, con- 
sume another day In passing along their 
entire front and still another In return- 
Ing to camp.

lot of time ahead of us. 
Some men 


played cards all day, except while em 
Ing and sleeping; others read Incessant- 
ly; still others did nothing but smoke. 
Some seemed to spend much of their 
time writing. I liked to observe these, 
for they had more heart In their faces 
for the time being, and as I knew some 
of the people to whom tbe letters were 
going I amused myself by Imagining 
the scenes when the letters were re- 
ceived.

Tho Hour came from 
the commissary stock; finely chopped 
fat pork, well soaked, answered for 
suet; dried apples, partly belled and 
then candled In boiling sirup made 
from sugar, took the place of raisins. 
The sauce looked as If It wore ouly 
sirup of sugar, some of which had been 
caramcled to give it special flavor and 
color. There rose from the snuce, how- 
ever, an odor which caused Mick Mc- 
Twyny to utter an ecstatic "Wboor- 
roo!" and Cloyne to ask: 


"Is brandy an army ration, Phil?" 
"Yes," said Hamilton—"that Is, 'tis 


a hospital ration, and 1 got halt a pint 
from the hospital steward by promis- 
ing a small pudding in exchange—for 
the1 sick, you know." 


"There's Just one thing I want to 


ask," mumbled an ex-truck driver 
through a mouthful of hot pudding. 
"Does the government Issue pudding 
bags?"

Relff andOUenry Having Tronble* 


In France—Lrne the Year'B 


Best Rider. 


Now that the thoroughbred season 


has drawn to a close in the east and 
middle west, a wholesale exit of 
jockeys to Europe is to be expected. 
The winter racing In California and 
nbout New Orleans is not of sufficient 
scope to provide employment for all 
the riders, and consequently, if they 
do not wish to remain idle for six 
months, they must seek pastures new. 


Of course the attitude of European 


turf authorities and officials is not en- 
tirely friendly toward our riders, and 
the boys endanger their future by go- 
ing abroad to perform, but at the same 
time If they are cautious and holiest 
in every way they greatly lessen the 
chances of being "set down." 


The English Jockey club began two 


years ago to discriminate against Yan- 
kee riders and owners, and it was but 
a short time ago that the French 
Jockey club started the same tactics. 
In "ruling off" Johnnie Reift and Mil- 
ton Henry the Frenchmen aroused con- 
siderable adverse comment on both 
sides of the Atlantic, but they heeded 
it not. 
Reiff and Henry are suing the 


jockey club, having engaged as coun- 
sel Lagasse and Labori, Parisian attor- 
neys. 


Followers of the running horse will 


not see Winnie O'Connor In the sad- 
dle next year, for the little fellow Is 
the latest American rider to accept n 
contract to ride abroad. 
He will pilot 


the horses of Baron de Rothschild on 
the French tracks at a salary of $15,- 
000. His contract, which was secured 
by August Bclmout, chairman of the 
Jockey club, calls for three years of 
his service. 


L'nder the terms of the agreement 


cither party has the privilege 1o break 
It at the end of two years if dissatisfied. 


O'Connor Is expected to report early 


next spring at the baron's training 
quarters, near I'aris. and to continue 
riding at the various French racetracks 
until 1he end of October. 
Winnie Is 


allowed traveling expenses to and from 
France for himself and valet. 


O'Connor received his tuition as a 


jockey from "Father Hill" Daly. 
The 


boy attracted A. Featherstone's atten- 
tion, and ho gave Daly .fl!,000 and a 
thoroughbred horse to get the papers 
on the boy. 
When these were secured, 


Mr. Fcathcrstonc signed the jockey for 
the remainder of his minority.

He is held up to public soorn 
and derision, as were the ancient 
robbers and state criminals, whose 
heads used to be stuck upon long 
poles.and for —ceks exposed to piiblic 
riew from the top of the arch of Lon- 
don Temple Bar, until at last all the 
flesh disappeared 
and nothing re- 


mained but th« bleached skulls. 


But though God denounces children 


•who despise their parents, no mat- 
ter hioiw heinous the parental sins and 
•boTtcomlng-s may be, yet as I begin 
to study my text in its connection 
tvith other passages of scripture, the 
more I find, that many of the most 
Bommion filial sins can be traced back 
to parental sins. 
Some years ago, 


Upon the Holsteln ranch in Califor- 
nia, threa little orioles were taken 
from a nest and confined within a 
bird cage. No sooner was this done 
than, the mother bird appeared and 
tried to liberate her young. Failing 
In thia she flew away and brought 
to her incarcerated babies a sprig of 
the deadly larkspur. In a few min- 
utes thoss three fledglings with f otan- 
Ing mouths lay dead in the bottom 
of the cage. If the mother bird could 
not free her young, then she pre- 
ferred to kill them. How often, alas, 
have human parents se«n their off- 
spring in a captivity to sin to which 
dtftfch would have been 
preferable, 


and the saddest reflection they can 
have is that this captivity is tho re- 
sult 
of the 
moral poison they 


luive themselves administered. By 
thoughtless mistakes and 
culpable 


negligence thiey may have inspired 
their children with a contempt for 
themselves which has been the begin- 
ning of an evil life, ending in spir- 
itual death. 


AVOID PAHTIALITY. 


I shall try this morning to enum- 


erate some of the shortcomings and 
Bins into which neglectful and selfish 
and sinful parents have .fallen in 
their dealings with their children. I 
would enumerate those parental sins, 
because the 
inspired 
author who 


penned the words of my text is also 
the Solomon who wrote that if oon- 
peorated, godly parents would train 
up a child in the way he should go, 


' when 'he is grown that matured child 
would not only be luyal to his earthly 
parents, but also to his 
Heavenly 


Father. 


All parents, in the first place, 


should show their children that they 
have no parental favorites. They 
gtoould prove that all the children, as 
Individuals, have an equal sihare of 
a father's and a mother's love. They 
tflwmld convince their boys and girls 
alike that no one child occupies a 
larger area in the parental heart-cells 
than every other child. For -when a 
child begins to feel that the father or 
mother does not care for him as much 
os -the crest of the ohilden that child 
immediately begins to despise that 
parental partiality. 
Love reods on 


love. And yet there are thousands 
•upon thousands of homes in America 
In which you would not have to visit 
more than two or three days before 
you could, -while there, tell which 
was ttoa favorite 
son or oaughter. 


That child will perhaps be better 
dressed, as old Jacob aroused the 
jealousy of his other 
children by 


buying for Ms favorite boy, Joseph, 
a coat of many colors. That child 
will have a better room in the house 
than the other children. He 
will 


have more spending money. He will 
T>6 allowed to do what the other chil- 
dren are not allowed to do. On the 
other hand, the child which is not 
the parental favorite will often be 
shoved into the background or sent 
away to the country, as Jesse sent 
his youngest son, Bavid, off to tend 
the Bheej). 
It is easy enough for 


parents to say that they have no 
favorites. But th* words of the lip 
do not always correspond with the 
facts of the life. At nearly every 
funeral of a little child which I have 
attended in my pastoral work I have 
heard a statement like this made 
by *h« side of the white casket: "It 
i« too bad the iittlft on« was taken. 


She was her father's or mother's fa- 
vorite." Wow, before God, today I 
declare that no parent has a right 
to have a favorite child. No favorite, 
unless that child ie a-born idiot or 
an invalid, or one who 
should be 


cared for and guarded the more care- 
fully because of his or her helpless- 
ness. The fraternal hatred existing 
between Esau and Jacob can be di- 
rectly attributed to Isaac's favoritism 
for his eldest son and Rebefcah's fa- 
voritism for her young-er boy. And 
many and many a home is broken up 
today because fathers and m-otheirs 
•Kill persist in showing preferences 
for one child at the expense of the 
affection they ought to show for their 
other children. 


A DESPISED DAUGHTER. 


Parental 
favoritism has caused 


many a boy and girl to be sceptical 
of a father's 
or mother's love—the 


same kind of a scepticism which, in 
India, a little girl had, who a few- 
years ago, made a significant com- 
parison to an American missionary. 
In India, a daughter is supposed to 
be of such a low order of creation 
that some Mohammedan priests as- 
sert that women have no souls and 
no hereafter. And so, one day, when 
this little girl was trying to describe 
God's love for her sex, she said: 
"Why, it is the smallest love in the 
world, if it is love!" " How small 
is that?" asked the lady missionary. 
"Oh, very, very small." "But how 
smallf" "Why," answered the young 
Indian maiden, "the love of God for 
us women is as small—it is as small 
as the love my father felt for me on 
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never allow you, 0, father and moth- 
er, to instil such a distorted idea of 
parental affection into any child's 
mind and heart, on account of favor- 
itism for some of your children nt the 
expense of the others. May God in- 
spire every one of you to teach your 
boys and girls that each one of them 
has a full measure of your love. May 
God inspire all parents to treat all 
their children alike, with the excep- 
tion that they 
should be a little 


gentler and more thoughtful of the 
child who is sick, or is crippled, like 
Mephibosheth, who was lame in both 
his feet. 


Allowing the servant girls to take 


the place of maternal and paternal 
companionship, can truly be classed 
among parental sins. I would not 
for an instant either say or write one 
word which would wound the feel- 
Ings of thousands and tens of thous- 
ands of young women, who have con- 
secrated their lives to the noble call- 
ing of nursegirl's work. 
Some of 


the mightiest men of the ages have 
testified that they would never have 
been what they were, but for the self- 
sacrificing love of their nurses, who 
not only rocked them to sleep wjion 
they were tired, 
but also 
started 


their little feet in the paths of recti- 
tude and piety. The Earl of Shaftes- 
bury declared that the greatest in- 
spiration for a true religious 
life 


was instilled into him by the faith- 
fulness of his Christian nurse. The 
mighty potentate, the late Alexand- 
er IIIr the czar of all the Bussians, 
honored the faithfulness and the de- 
voted love of his nurse. 
Surround- 


ed by the grand dukes of Russia, for 
three long miles he followed a-foot 
after the hearse which curried the 
mortal remains of that dear friend, 
through a blinding snowstorm, out 
to the Boyal Mausoleum of St. Pet- 
ersburg. 
And as the dying French 


soldier, writhing under the surgeon's 
knife, cried out: "Doctor, cut a lit- 
tle dceper/and you will see pictured 
upon 
my heart the face of the 


mighty emperor," 
so, many of us, 


if we cut down into the hearts of the 
faithful servants who have watched 
over us in our childhood, could there 
find our own faces, because the 
hearts of these faithful servants beat 
with love for us. 


PEBSONAL ATTENTION-. 


But though many of our household 


servants may be to us and to our 
children as the earl of Shaftesbury's 
Christian nurse was to him, yet no 
true father or mother can afford to 
delegate the physical, moral and re- 
ligious training of their children to 
servants, no matter how faithful and 
true those servants may be. No wo- 
man can taie 
the place of a true 


mother by the side of the crib. No 
man can do for the boys -what a con- 
uecrated fatter is able to do when 
he is faithful to the trust which God 
has given to him. 


Oh man, studying the debit and 


credit sides of your ledgers, count- 
ing up your hundreds of thousands 
of dollars and carefully watching the 
manifold details of a vast mercantile 
enterprise, which taxes your physi- 
cal and mental energies to the ut- 
most, you may think you have no 
time to examine into the details of 
how 
your 
thirteen-year-old son 


spends his weekly allowance. But 
you ought to take that time. On ac- 
count of your parental neglect, you 
may live to regret the day that you 
-were born and also the day that your 
son was born. Oh woman, you may 
think this is the age for the emanci- 
pation of your sisters. In pride you 
may listen to weekday lectures on 
woman's rights, and 
Shakespeare, 


and sculpture, and art. You .may 
consider it a great social opportunity 
to be able to join a card party one 
afternoon, and go to a tea the next 
afternoon, and be the equal and the 
associate of the social queens of our 


most prominent cities. But no so- 
cial nor worldly honor ought to be 
great enough or important enough to 
entice you away from your nursery, 
so that you must delegate the care 
.of your children to a hired servant. 
Parental neglect is not in God's sight 
a simple misdemeanor; it is a sin. 


Lack 
of nursery 
discipline can 


sometimes be classed among parental 
sins, or rather, mistakes. 
We would 


not like to call the actions of a too 
indulgent parent by such a harsh 
word as sin. 
Yet 
Solomon, who 


wrote the words of my text, gave the 
parental mistakes of overindulgence 
even a harder definition than that of 
sin. He said: "He that spareth his 
rod hateth his son, but he that loveth 


him, 
chasteneth him betimes." 
In 


other words, we have a. right to 
make by this quotation the simple 
deduction, that if a father will not 
make a child learn to obey him, then 
he is very apt to let a child learn to 
despise him. 


INJURIOUS LENIENCY. 


I used to be very harsh in my con- 


demnation of parents Who were ovor- 
indulgent and would 
not 
compel 


obedience upon the part of their chil- 
dren. But the older I grew the more 
lenient I became in my criticism of 
this evil. I have found out that the 
invariable reason why most parents 
are overlenient with their children 
is because they have a family plot in 
•which they have buried some of their 
little ones. It is on account of the 
little pale faces of the dead that they 
shrink from causing tears to flow 
over the rosy cheeks of the living. 


But, 
fathers ;,ud motaicrs, tuau^Ii 


you may have buried two of your 
children, remember that you are not 
just to the living unless you teach 
them the laws of filial obedience. A 
disobedient son invariably means a 
wilful, wayward, selfish, petulant,uii- 
balanced and God-defying man. An 
undutiful daughter generally means 
a quiok-tempered, sinful, ungovern- 
able woman, 
-who will 
ultimately 


despise and trample upon all pure 
love. It was because Queen Agrip- 
pina laughed nt her 
little, wilful 


boy, 
Nero, who doubled up his tiny 


fists and struck at her, that she was 
compelled to live to see the day wlien 
the queen mother would have to bare 
her flesh for the fatal stroke of tlic 
royal hirelings who came to do the 
bidding of a murderous con. Some- 
times the unkindest act that a parent 
can do to a child is to give to the boy 
or girl a sugar plum, when that child 
ought to have, according to the Solo- 
monic advice, a good, sound thrasii- 
ing. 


Hypocrisy is the most tvwful of all 


parental sins. No matter what tiie 
father or mother may do, as long as 
the child con fiT-nly believe that his 
parents 
are living 
consecrated, 


godly, pure and noble 
lives, that 


child ie bound 
to the foot 
of the 


Cross with bands of steel. But when 
the child believes that his mother 
and father -are leading hypocritical 
lives—pretending one thing to t&e 
•world and living -another kind of life 
at home—as a rule, there is very lit- 
tle temporal or spiritual hope for the 
child. 
Bad parents generally have 


bad children. 


Sometimes, the reverse of this rule 


seems to be true. Good parents, also, 
for a while may seem to bmve bad 
children. 
But if you will carefully 


study the history of different Chris- 
tian homes, you will generally, aye, 
I believe always, find that the chil- 
dren of consecrated, godly parents, 
who have trained them up in the -way 
they should go, will always turn out 
rigiht; while these hypocritical par- 
ents who d-o not train their children 
rightly, -will ultimately have their 
children turn out wrong'. 


THE PBOItflSE FULFILLED. 
G-oa-cl old Dr. Alexander, of Prince- 


ton college, once preached upon this 
text: "Train up a child in the way 
he should go, nnd when he is old he 
•will not depart from it." Ha preach- 
ed to prove that nearly all the sins 
which men and women practice can 
ultimately be traced back to wrong 
parental training, or to the hypocri- 
sies of parents, who have lived in tine 
home a religion of dham. After tlie 
sermon was over, some of Dr. Alex- 
ander's irien-ds said to him: "Pro- 
fessor, it is absurd for you to preach 
•a sermon like that. If what you say 
is true, then you yourself have been 
living- the wrong- kind of a Christian 
life, or else you have not trained your 
children ns you should have 
done. 


You know, Doctor, that your 
boy 


Dick is one cf the worst boys in all 
Princeton college. He is as wild as 
-wild can be." "Oh," answered the 
good oil d-ixstor, "yen did not near 
my text aright. OTy text 
says: 


'Train up a child in the way ho 
should g-o, and when 
he is old—' 


Dick is not "old yet. Just, wait a 
while, and the toy will come out all 
right." 
Dr. Alexander 
spoke the 


truth; Dick did come out all right. 
In a fow years, he not only gave his 
heart to God, but he went to 3STe\v 
York city and entered business as a 
Christian laymiin; and long after his 
honored father had pillowed his head 
in the dust, Biohard Alexander, tlie 
wild Princeton sttttlent, wielded a 
mighty influence 
for God o.nd Tor 


heaven. 
my friends, today, as 


Christian i-ien nnd -women, we must, 
realize that tho whole future desti- 
nies of our children are largely de- 
pendent upon us. If we live conse- 
crated, godly lives, and train up our 
children in the way they should go, 


they will also become consecrated 
Christian men and women. And if 
we-aro hypocrites, and do not train 
them as they ought to be trained, 
then our children will also turn out 
wrong. 
Bad parents have bad sons 


and daughters. 
Good parents pro- 


duce good children. There is hardly 
an exception to the rule. 


Parental examples 
and training 


invariably reproduce themselves in 
the lives of children. 
There is a 


beautiful story told of a noted king 
in the far east who was about to take 
a journey into a remote part of his 
kingdom. 
He therefore sent ahead 


of him a trusted minister to build 
for his royal master a suitable palace 
where the fcing could lodge in the 
far country. 
When tha royal cour- 


ier reached the remote part of the 
kingdom, he found a plague raging 
there and 
people were dying by 


thousands and 
tens of thousands. 


So, instead of taking the money from 
the royal treasury and spending it 
for bricks and stones and mortar, the 
royal niessong-er spent it for bread 
and medicine. With it he dug graves 
and buried the dead. 
With it he 


bought clothing to protect the living. 
And when the king came and found 
what his .messenger 
had done, in- 


stead of punishing his minister, he 
commended him. He said, "Oh faith- 
ful servant, you have builded for me 
a palace. You builded 
it in the 


hearts of my people. You have build- 
ed its white walls out of the tomb- 
stones which you have erected over 
the graves of the dead. 
You have 


jeweled it with the tears you have 
wiped away. 
You have made my 


palace echo with 
the sweetest of 


song's; for those songs are the echo- 
ing sobs which you 
have stilled." 


So, like the king- of old, who sent his 
messeug-er into the iar country, God 
sends us forth as parents on a most 
important mission. By our examples 
and self-sacrificing love, we are to 
build the palace of Purity in the 
hearts of our children. What we do 
invariably decides how our children 
shall livs and die; it decides their 
eternal welfare. 
The influence 
of 


noble Christian 
parents 
upon tho 


lives of their children cannot be de- 
scribed better by me in closing, than 
by telling the 
history 
of my old 


home, the homo of by boyhood. My 
father and mother had a large brood, 
we were seven. I never knew any 
one of those seven children to have 
more indulgence than the others. 
Each had the full measure of a par- 
ent's love. When troubles came to 
that home, and many troubles did 
come, wo always found that father 
and mother had a Divine strength 
given to them to bear those troubles. 
'Way back in the dim past, long be- 
fore i was born, they had set up tlie 
family altar. I was carried to that 
sacred altar when so younp that 
I 


sometimes used to fall asleep during 
the prayers. 
My father and mother 


were not bound together so much by 
ties of law, as by unbreakable ties 
of love. The first question father al- 
ways asked 
when 
he entered the 


home was: "Where is your moth- 
erf" The first question mother ask- 
ed when she came home was: "Where 
is your fatherP" They were side by 
side at the marriage altar. They 
were side by side in the Christian 
training of their children. Hand in 
hand as partners, they spread two 
tables for their children. 
The one 


was for the sacred communion of 
family worship; the other was the 
dining table, T.-herc TTC children —ore 
taught to love one another. 
Christ 


was asked to sit at both tables. 


"That parental 
influence, in 
the 


home of my childhood, -was a blessed 
one. In my college days, 1 used to 
cherish the hope that that influence 
might be continued in my own home, 
by the earthly presence of my father 
and mother, who I hoped would pass 
the twilight of their lives by 
my 


own fireside. But God willed it oth- 
erwise. 
On August 5, 1895, 
the 


death angel came to summon one of 
that living 
twain. 
On April 12, 


1902, the same messenger came and 
called the other. They have passed 
into the 
glorious 
Presence where 


duty well done receives its reward. 
To me is 
left 
only the hallowed 


memory of their 
wise and tender 


training, which will remain with 
me an influence and an example to 
the end of my life. By my own ex- 
perience, I commend to you, 0 fath- 
ers and mothers, this duty of paren- 
tal care and solicitude. May God 
help you to perform it so efficiently 
that when you pass from earth into 
the glories of heaven, your child- 
ren may rise up to call you blessed! 
May God answer this prayer of an 
anxious father, to keep us one and 
all from 
committing the parental 


sins which everywhere beset us, and 
which so easily may destroy us, and, 
to our unending sorrow, jeopardize 
the eternal welfare of our 
loving, 


trustful children!

In Naomi 
and JBoaz, as well, we have illustra- 
tions of what the heart can do to- 
wards making- one worthy of homage 
and imitation. In reading of the three 
on-e feels moved to live so as to bless 
others; and that kind of living-, as 
Jesus showed, is the kind that is ap- 
proved of Cod. 
In giving up all for the 


losing: 1'or life she found it. So sweet 
a story js well worth study. 


It Is not known, -who wrote tho book, 


or when he lived. Such explanations 
of the story as "Now this was the cus- 
tom in former time in Israel" (4:7) 
s-how that tiie author wrote manv 
years, and perhaps many centuries-, 
after it all happened, and after many 
of the old-time customs had been for- 
g-otteu. 


The story should be read and reread,

"Knjroat me n-ot to leave thee. etc.:" 


TCoth Ilulli nnd Orpah lored, but loved 
in different ways. Orpah dreaded the 


right; it. would he better for her In 
stay. She did not forget herself in her 
love. Kuth's love was of lli-al higher 
and rarer kind that kmr.vw no 
ob- 


stacles. To follow ln-r mother-!in-]aw 
meant poverty in a strange land, but 
personal considerations' were noth- 
ing- to her. She forgot herself in her 
love, and wont. 
RuthV words have 


"descended to us as tlie formula. o[ 
personal devotion for all time." "Thy 
people shall be my people, nnd thy 
Ood my God:" 
The character of 


Naomi is revealed here, too. It is no 
Minall thing to inspire such n nc hie de- 
rotion. She had gone into an idola- 
trous land, lint had remained true tn 
Jehovah, nnd won her daughter to Him 
also. "All the city was moved about 
tlipm:'* Naomi must, have been well 
known and, though I .he years -of sor- 
row had changed her, waw remeiii- 
hened. "Jehovah h a t h testified against 
me:" Naomi's idea here is the com- 
mim Hebrew one, 
expressed by .Tub's 


friends, that suffering was a sure sign 
of God's disapproval. Christ taught j 
that this was not the cape. 


On Teaching Bethlehem. Kuth found 


herself in a. hard fight with poverty. 
She went, out like others who wero 
very poor, to pick up the scattering 
heads of grain that the reapers had 
missed. lint the story of her unselfish 
fidelity was known, and every one was 
kind to her. The owner<of the field in 
-whieh she gleaned turned out t o b e a 
kinsman of her husband's and took a 
great, interest, in her. finally marrying 
her, 
s>o ending tlie struggle with pov- 


erty, and showing us that real nobility 
of character does Tiot go unrewarded, 
even in the sight of 
men.
